THE PHILIPPINES. 

United States Congress Confers on the 
Tariff Question. 

Washington, March 1.— The conferees 
of the two houses of congress on the 
Philippine tariff bill readied an agree- 
ment today, the representatives of the 
house accepting all but one of the' ma- 
terial amendments made by thc Senate. 
The amendment which was not accepted 
is that imposing the tonnage taxes of 
the United States upon foreign vessels 
engaged in inter-island tn.illc in the 
Philippines. The house also refused to 
accept the proviso connected with the 
Senate amendment limiting the operation 
of the sedition laws of the Philippines, 
leaving that provision to declare simply 
that "no person in the Philippine islands 
shall, under thc authority of the United 
States, be convicted of treason by any 
tribunal, civil or military, until on the 
testimony of two witnesses to the same 
overt act. or on confessions in open 
court." Tin- part stricken out exempt- 
ed members of a family from punish- 
ment for failing to give information 
concerning tin- treasonable acts of one 
another. The Senate reduction of 25 per 
cent, on the rate duty is retained.

THE SUU Alt CONFERENCE. 

Prospects of Itcliof for West Indies 
Greatly Increased. 

London, March ,'1. — The simar con- 
ference at lirusselfl offers a strik- 
ing Illustration of the truth that 
commercial Interest is the lonirest lever 
for movlug the modern world. Tin- boun- 
ty policy, which has developed the beet 
sugar Industry to an enormous magnitude 
and exposed the cane countries to destruc- 
tive competition, has- been undermined by 
the general commercial Interests of the 
world. The United States has led the way 
in aotngoulKlnc it by Imposing discrimi- 
nating duties acahist the bounty-fed sugar, 
and Incidentally has come to the rescue 
of the Itrltlsh West Indies when the Im- 
perial government would do nothluc to 
raise the price of cheap marmalade. The 
Indian government followed the example 
of the United States In levying similar du- 
ties, anil tiie Imperial coyernment decline 
to exercise the veto power. The itrltlsh 
government at last forced proposals for 
the abolition of bounties upon the Contin- 
ental powers and the replies of the gov- 
ernments nre under discussion at to-day's 
session. Tin- susrar producers of various 
countries, supported by mercantile rings, 
have offered strenuous resistance. but 
there Is now a bright prospect of the dis- 
continuance of the bounty system ln eon- 
sequence of the economy and commersclal 
disturbance created by It. The British 
menace o(S counter-valllnc duties has been 
a strong force held ln reserve.

The greatest trouble 
was reported at points along the main 
line between Albany ami Buffalo, where 
trains are stalled or have not been sent 
out because of the Hoods, and all day- 
long, hundreds of travelers wishing to 
reach Rochester, Buffalo, Detroit and 
Chicago who were in despair and making 
anxious inquiries as to when trains 
would start for these points, were told 
by the station-master: "It might ho 
any minute, and it might be hours." 
The Buffalo express and the Atlantic ex- 
press, all due early in the morning, 
were not heard from up to a late hour 
in the afternoon. 

New York, March 3.— The great flood 
that has inundated a large part of the 
mill section of Paterson, N. J., subsided 
somewhat during the night and it is be- 
lieved the worst is over. It is estimated 
that the loss wrought iby the Hood is as 
large ns that by the lire, while it is 
said there is little or no insurance to 
cover it. • 
Utica, N. Y„ March 3— The Hood sit- 
uation on the Mohawk division of the 
Xew York Central and Hudson River 
railway, it is learned here this morning, 
was the most serious in the history of the 
road.

In- 
trigue, wire-pulling, faction and per- 
sonal uuniity aru just as likely ,to ruin 
this city as they have ruined every city 
or «tato iu which they have reared their 
ugly heads and obtained the ascend- 
ancy. When inen become c^o absorbed 
iu contentious passion that they lose a 
.sane vtiew of tho general good, general 
ruin must ho tho ultimate result. Tho 
New Kra would call apou every man to 
rally ito the advancement of the general 
good. It would appeal to tho great 
mass of the people, sometimes deluded 
into hasty and ill-considered action, but 
nt-rer wrong in the principles they have 
ai In an, and the ends they desire to see 
accomplished. Would that every word 
had tho power of a itnuniipet to arouse 
(lagging and drooping .soldiers, in its in- 
lluoucu upou the pooplo of Victoria at 
this critical time. 

The New Bra approaches the provin- 
cial! political situation from the stand- 
point of the interests of the city and 
people of Victoria, but -with a holy 
horror of that narrow sectionalism

"The old order 
changeth, yielding place to new," but 
the man still remains. He is Jit, or he 
is not .lit, to be entrusted with tho reins 
of power; of that our present knowl- 
edge of him can be the only sure guide.

<At the Reformed 'Episcopal Church, 
the Rev. 'II. .1. Wood, rector of Trinity 
Church, Chicago, took for his theme on 
Sunday evening the story of the life' of 
King Uzziah, a.- told in the words of 
the 'Second Hook of Chronicles, "He 
was marvellously helped until he was 
strong, aud when he /was strong he 
was -lifted up to his own destruction." 

This king of .Tudah was but little 
known to most people, the preacher said. 
His name was not .familiar, as were 
those of David ami iSoionron aud several 
other of tlie Bible sovereigns, and his 
reign was the longest of any of the 
kings of Judith and was marked by re- 
miirkable prosperity. At sixteen years 
old, the people, having slain his father, 
took him aud made him their king. His 
age 'was very young, but not more so 
than was often found in the case of lots 
of others in his line, and their youth 
did not necessarily go against them. It 
carried with it a tenderness of heart 
which is often ns valuable as (hat hard- 
ness of head that marks the older man 
and 'which seldom survives increasing 
years except ill the case of women. His 
sincere piety and the friendship of 
Zachariah crowned all llis> efforts with 
success, and a,s -long as he sought the 
Ijord be prospered. His enterprise was 
very marked. Retaking the port of 
lOdoin, on the Arabian Ciilf, which had 
been lost -by his predecessors, be made 
it once more a great shipping port in 
the commerce of his country. He en- 
couraged the pursuit of agriculture anil 
of strx'kraising by digging many Wells.

These nnd several others are common 
ways o.f being lifted up. 

The motif subtle is tin lifting up of 
the pride of intellect. Clever men are 
found at times to reject the claims of 
Christianity, alleging that their cultured 
understandings rise above it. >'ome 
years ago some slight excuse for this 
might perhaps have been found, but the 
advances of science of the past few 
years were all to be found in favor of 
the faith. To-dny the believer had- not 
to apologize to the doubter, Unit the 
doubter had to apologize for himself and 
his doubts. Judging by the result** a 
great man had lately said: "The most 
wretched men I have ever known are 
the men 'Who have cast off their faith." 
which nre Nb one looking at the effects of their 
lives from the standpoint of the present 
happiness of the world alone, could 
deny that John Wesley bad far out- 
classed such men as Paine and Voltaire. 
To-day science has ceased to thrt-aten 
Christ.

Anions tho amendments that have 
■been discussed by some of the members 
of ilie Legislative Assembly, as being 
likely to he introduced at the present ses- 
sion, is one which will affect the Mun- 
icipal Act. Its object is to extend what 
is known as the "one ward" system to 
elections in the runil municipalities Of 
the province wherever the people might 
be desirous of adopting it- For some 
time past this mutter has been one of 
the questions much discussed in the city 
of Vancouver', iwhM'e in 'New West- 
minister it has been for some years in 
operation and it is said that it has there 
worked out very satisfactorily indeed. 
It provides for tho voting of the whole 
or the electorate of the corporation lor 
each member of the council just as nt 
the present time they all enjoy the right 
of deciding who shall be mayor or reeve. 
Of the representatives of these country 
districts who have lately been attending 
the meetings of the Central Farmers 
Institute several have been strongly ad- 
vocating such a change. Among them 
■Messrs. L. S. Paisley and .1. B. Cade, 
the reeves of ChilHwack and Dewdncy, 
respectively, are reported to be strongly 
in favor of the amendment. They urge 
that the change would greatly advance 
the interests of the municipalities by 
breaking up the small cliques and family 
factions now so dominant in municipal 
affairs, that it would Unit the various 
sections into a more homogeneous whole, 
and lead to the return at the polls of 
men who had the interests of the muni- 
cipalitv at heart rather than simply the 
good (if some small fraction thereof.

Our unhappy contemporary across 
the way, the Times, was in a regret- 
ahly quarrelsome mood on Saturday 
night. Finding that its powers of rea- 
sonable argument were unsufflcient to 
express all the bitterness of its soul, it 
took refuge in Billingsgate. It tills up 
some column aud a half of paper with 
virulent abuse of the government ami 
Colonel Prior, calling tho latter gen 
tlcman, among other pet names, a "po- 
litical humbug and charlatan." 

What strikes us as amusingly im- 
pudent and inconsistent in last Satur- 
day's funny tirade is the calm assump- 
tion of the Times that all the virtue 
and integrity in the province got to- 
gether in the formation of the great law 
firm of 'McBride, 'Bodwell, McPhlllips, 
Helmcken & Co. It reminds us, with 
shocking suddenness, how full of change 
is this mortal life. It seems as but yes- 
terday when th» Times could see no 
good in CUr. Helmcken. Worse, it hint- 
ed that "our Harry's" genial smile and 
cheery manners were but a mask which 
covered designs most villanous and dan- 
gerous to the welfare of the province. 
Harry was unfaithful, he was shallow, 
he was deep, he was corrupt, be was a 
self-seeker, he was a fool. 

Oh, poor Harry used to get in the neck 
from the Times office in those old days 
which are not vet so very old. Ami 
poor Mr. 'McPhillips! The Times in- 
sinuated that his polished and scolarly 
speeches on the lloor of the House were 
nothing but a cunningly intricate mass 
of verbiage in the incomprehensibility 
which Mr. McPhillips strove to dis- 
guise plans most hideously subversive 
of the common weal. He was untrust- 
worthy, he was a neophyte in politics, 
he was little better than a fool, he was 
ready and anxious at all times to sell 
his party, his country or himself, with 
easy impartiality. 

Now th.' Times says that all the vir- 
tue left in the province centres in these 
two gentlemen, and the rest of the em- 
inent law firm above referred to. It is 
a sudden and swift change of front 
on the part of our acrobatic contempo- 
rary, and no one cannot help feeling that 
there must be awkward little movements 
when Messrs. McPhillips and Helmcken 
recall what the Times said of them a few 
months ago, and compare it with what 
it says of them now. And not improb- 
ably they wonder which of the utterances 
of the Times they can put faith in. 
Well, so do we. 

The Times snarls angrily because "An 
effort is being made to create the im- 
pression that there is a lack of har- 
mony between Mr. Bodwell. Air. Smith 
Curtis, Mr. MoBride and the other mem- 
bers of the Opposition." The "lack ol 
harmony" was there before the contest 
was started, and it is there to stay. 
It is with a keen appreciation of this 
fact that the electors of Victoria are 
going to vote for Colonel Trior and a 
stable government. They arc tired of 
people who have each their separate 
axe to grind, and who all want t > use 
their grindstone first.

Identity of Distressed Vessel Un- 
known—Fears for Lime Laden 
Brig W. G. Irwin. 



it a message, received from Carina nidi 
Point on Sunday is correct, disaster lias 
overtaken another sealing schooner. 
The operator at the lookout station at 
the mouth of the Straits reportod in a 
telegram on 'Sunday aftoriioou that a. 
dealing schooner was seen from there 
with her mainmast gone and hor sails 
hanging over her sides. She was water- 
logged and awash. The identity of the 
vessel which is in such distress could 
not >be iixed. I'uless a tug is sunt out 
to meet the wrecked schooner she will 
no doubt he driven out to soa again, for 
a heavy gide is raging in the .straits and 
of! the coast. The ofllcors of the Vic- 
toria Sealing Company are unaware of 
the identity of the schooner. 

There Is some doubt as to whether the 
vessel sighted by the Shinnuo Maru on* the 
Cape Is the Penury u Castle or the Qwy- 
<lyr Castle. Captain Camow read the 
name "Castle" on the sallhur ship's stern. 
Inn he cannot say whether It was the 
Ponhryn or the Gwydyr. The Penbryn 
Oistle Is 147 days out from Hamburg for 
Seattle anil the Uwydyr Castle Is ulso 
bound fur Seattle, but her sailing date 
from Panama Is uncertain, She was last 
heard of there on October 12th. 

Steamer Queen City arrived at Alberal 
on Sunday night from Capo Scott and way 
ports ou the West Coast, and she wli! 
reach port about 10, o'clock to-night. 

The barb Himalaya, which was causing 
anxiety as a result of the loss of one_of 
her boats soon after she sailed from New- 
castle, reached San Francisco on Wednes- 
day last from Lahaina. She had a rough 
trip from the Islands. The heavy gale 
which did damage at San Francisco was 
encountered off the Paralloncs and the 
bark tilled her decks to the rails and all 
her moveables were swept overboard.

The 
tug which tool; the brig out tried to tow 
her (bad;, hut was compelled to lot go 
on account of the heavy weather, and 
when last seen the brig was hoadlng for 
the open sen. with the waves - breaking 
over hor. (She was .being badly buffeted 
and it was feared that if the water 
reached her cargo she .might take tiro, 
as did tiic schooner illera a couple of 
years ago. 

The Hern was bound from Seattle to 
Honolulu with a general cargo, which 
included lime, canned goods, merchan- 
dise anil ten pianos, and when off th» 
dape she encountered a storm similar 
to that encountered by the YV. (.'. Irwin. 
The Horn sprang . a leak, and when the 
water reached the lime and slacked 't, 
she caught fire, and her crow had n rncu 
for life to Olayoquot Sound, which har- 
Ibor was reached in the nick of time to 
save their lives. Some of the residents 
ol' Clayoiiuot assisted the unfortunates, 
who included Mr. Shirk, owner, and hit- 
daughter, from the burning vessel, which 
(by that time had become a mass of 
flames, and the schooner, Iburned to the 
water's edge, sunk off the mouth Of 
Clayoqnot Harbor.

Mr. Gordon Hunter, K.C., of the firm 
of Huuter & Oliver, was yesterday busy 
acknowledging the congratulations of 
his friends in Yictorhij the province gen- 
erally and frotn tlie eastern part of the- 
Dominion, official news being received 
that the cabinet had approved of his ap- 
poiutment to the chief justiceship of the 
province.

He was 
educated at the Hrnntford Collegiate in- 
stitute and Toronto university, winning 
during his course at the latter institu- 
tion the Lorne silver and Lansdowne 
gold medal for general proficiency, 
graduating in ISSo with tlie degree of 
1!. A. and honors. Leaving college, he 
studied law in the office of Messrs. Mc- 
Carthy, Osier, Hoskins & Creelman, of 
Toronto, and was admitted to the On- 
tario bar in 1SS8. Coming to British 
Columbia and settling in Victoria, ho 
was admitted to the bar of British Col- 
umbia in 1S92. He was the first official 
law reporter to the Sjipreme Court of 
British Columbia, and resigned that of- 
fice to accept tin' position of crown soli- 
citor for the province. This latter posi- 
tion he resigned in 1S04, going into part- 
nership with the late Hon. Theodore 
Davie, the partnership lasting till the op- 
pointmieut of Mr. (Davie to the position 
of chief justice upon the death 'of Sir 
Matthew Baillie Begbie.
